Contract doctors 
fare well with 
service rate hike

When the ancillary service fees in­ 
creased on Jan 
22 at the Lompoc 
District Hospital, so did the income of 
several staff doctors and other personnel 
under contract there 
last year, radiologist Dr Fred Hewes 
earned nearly $120 OOO under his contract 
to head the x ray department and in­ 
terpret x rays 
This year his income 
should significantly improve with the 
Board of Director’s decision in January 
to raise x ray department fees by 
several per cent 


That decision alone will earn the x-ray 
department an estimated additional 
$18 928 by the end of the fiscal year, but 
the hospital shall receive only 60 per cent 
of that amount 


Under his contract, Dr Hewes gets 40 
per cent of the department's gross in­ 
come less call time paid to technicians, 
had debt allowance and unread x rays 
He pays for his malpractice insurance 
out of this income with the remaining be­ 
ing his after taxes 


Under the board’s January decision, 
the bed rates at the hospital rose from 
$83 to $93 a day and ancillary fees in­ 
creased variously in newborn nursery 
anesthesia, respiratory therapy 
x ray, 
physical therapy ami cardiology ser­ 
vices 
Reason for the increase was given that 
the hospital s income "was not sufficient 
to meet expenses and we can't cut ex-

Margaret Singer to testify about 
whether sh*1 believes the defendant real 
iv meant statement* she made tm tape 
recordings professing her allegiance to 
the Svmbutnese Liberation Army 
The trial now in its 37th day has seen

Wicks calculated at the time that the 
boosted ancillary rates would bring in an

cillary fees Employed part-time he is 
contracted 
to interpret electrocar­ 
diograms and do stress testing 
For this service, he receives 40 per 
cent of the electrocardiogram charges 
and 50 per cent of the stress testing 
charges I,ast year he earned $22,606 and 
will likely do better in 1976 since the car­ 
diology fees rose from $20 to $25 
This income is in addition to what Dr 
Coughlin receives from his private prac­ 
tice 
Enlarged rates in the physical therapy 
department are expected to generate an 
extra $1 OOO this fiscal year Of that, 30 
per cent will go to the hospital, the 
remaining 70 per cent goes to the 
hospital s new physical therapist. 
Richard Brophy, under his contract 
Out of his percentage, he pays three 
department workers and his malpractice 
insurance costs 
The physical therapy department 
earned $52 668 in gross revenue in 1975 
Respiratory therapy fees were in­ 
creased with an anticipated additional 
revenue of $16,500 at the fiscal year’s 
end Most of that figure, however, will go 
to the hospital Dr Rollin C Bailey — 
who supervises the department and in­ 
terprets pulmonary function exams — is 
paid a straight $500 a month for this part­ 
time work 
Th*1 do* tor also has a private practice 
There was no increase in pathology 
l ites bv th** board in January because 
those fees were raised in November by 
seven per cent Hospital pathologist Dr 
Sheldon L Gee had requested the in­ 
crease because lab fees in other area 
hospitals

monev. but the fees had not been raised 
since 1970

At the Paso Robles District Hospital.

ment for which thev receive 45 per cent 
of lh** gross volume 
A clinical bio-analvst receives 80 per 
cent ut th** pathology department s gross 
volume a figure which is not to be less 
itun $4 too a month lf volume is more 
than $7 OOO for three consecutive months. 
th** contract is renegotiated 
The hospital also contracts with a 
pathology' group to provide one 
pathologist to supervise the department 
for $500 a month The group is paid so 
much per autopsy and receives tissue 
work from the hospital, billing the 
patients directly for the service 
The contract system is p lainly 
beneficial during inflationary time As 
an example Dr Hewes income for the 
p.i*l tty*1 vc,irs is recorded at $87 042 for 
1971 
$79 124 for 1972, $90 591 for 1973; 
$115 2m for 1974 and $119 436 for $1975

He receives 85 per cent of the fees 
charged in that department and with that 
revenue he pays two doctors in his

Colby won t 
divulge 
CIA budget 


with Illinois win 


WASHINGTON (U P I i - Still abiding 
by his sworn oath of secrecy, former CIA 
Director William Colby refused in a 
deposition todav to disclose the agency's 
annual budget 
This kind of information can be used 
bv a hostile intelligence service to help 
them determine the extent of our in­ 
telligence activity." he said 
"Combined with other 
information 
available to them it can be used to break 
out details of our activities " 
He said he thinks ‘ American in­ 
telligence is in great danger of too much 
exposure." 
The deposition was filed in U.S. 
District Court in connection with a 
Freedom of Information action brought 
against Colby bv Morton Halpenn once 
one of Henry Kissinger’s bright young 
men on the National Security Council 
and before that a Pentagon deputy 
Halpenn's attorney interrogated the 
intelligence veteran at the CIA s 
headquarters in the countryside near 
Langlev. Va . Feb 
17. only IO days 
before George Bush was confirmed by 
the Senate as Colby's successor 
News reports have estimated the an­ 
nual budget for the entire U S, in­ 
telligence community at some $4 billion 
a year. of which the CIA alone was 
figured to take $750 million 
There are all sorts of estimates about 
the (TA budget 
" Colby said “ But the 
fact is that an official figure would give 
them i hostile agencies) a solid bench 
mark because thev would know it is an 
accurate one " 
Colby said that "all of the CIA ap­ 
propriation is in the Department of 
Defense appropriations" and 
in addi­ 
tion 
funds ?nd programs are trans­ 
ferred back and forth with other depart­ 
ments of government 
He said Congress has agreed with him 
the budget figures be kept secret and as 
long as Congress holds that position, no 
figures will be disclosed

three major economic indicators show 
the recovery from the nation's worst 
recession since World War ll is moving 
along at a healthy clip 
Government figures on housing starts, 
business 
inventories and 
industrial 
production were released Tuesday 


The Commerce Department said a 
large surge in construction of single 
family dwellings pushed total housing 
starts in February up a record 27 per 
cent over the previous month 


The department said business inven­ 
tories rose bv $1 2 billion in January - 
the largest gain in four months — as 
businesses stockpiled goods to meet con 
sorrier demand 


Later in the day. the Federal Reserve 
Board announced the total output of the 
nation s mines 
factories and utilities 
rose 0 6 per cent in February 


Administration 
economists were 
enthusiastic about the news They said 
these figures taken with recent Labor 
Department reports on unemployment 
and inflation, show President Ford’s 
pct mom ic policies have provided a strong 
base for the recovery

Bv a 50 41 vote, the Senate adopted an 
amendment by Sen Bob Packwood, K- 
Ore 
to require corporations and unions 
to report th** funds they spend on internal 
ommunications influencing a particular 
election It had been strongly opposed by 
labor unions

Bill Brock 
R Tenn , in urging 
support of the amendment, said "A ll we 
are saving is if a corporation uses cor­ 
porate monev to support a candidate 
doggone it let us know about it " 
Opponents argued that the amendment 
would be an infringement on First 
Amendment rights to free expression

the fight for the bill to rewrite the cam 
paign law .said.

CHICAGO (U P I) — President Ford 
handily won his fifth straight primary in 
Illinois and today began pressuring 
Ronald Reagan to gracefully exit the 
GOP presidential race 
Jim m y ('arter cruised to an easy win 
over three rivals, clearly strengthening 
his role as Democratic front-runner. 
The results in Illinois, biggest primary 
of the still-young bicentennial election 
year, left the campaigns of Reagan, 
George Wallace and Sargent Shriver in 
shambles 
Carter, former governor of Georgia 
and political phenomenon of the year, 
got 48 per cent of the Democratic vote 
and Ford 59 per cent of the Republican 
total 
Ford called his win a "real clincher" 
for the GOP nomination, and the Presi­ 
dent began working through "old friends 
in the Congress" to politely inform 
Reagan the time has come to abandon 
the challenge 
" I think he's going to do what’s in the 
best interest of the party - throw in his 
lot with the President and begin to unite 
the Republican Party," said Rogers C B 
Morton. Ford’s chief political adviser 
Rut Reagan declared after the results 
became clear Tuesday night that he had 
no intention of withdrawing, saying he 
has "a 50-50 chance" to beat Ford. 
('arter added Illinois to his impressive 
victory over Wallace last week in 
Florida and said he was surprised at the 
size of his margin 
C a r t e r ’ s 
triu m p h 
w as 
“ e x ­ 
traordinary.” according to Shriver, who 
all but threw in the towel on his own 
presidential aspirations. Shriver said he 
henceforth would sharply limit his 
primary activity, but intends to be a 
force at the convention in July 
Carter called it "an extremely impor­ 
tant victory in a big, northern industrial 
state It was Governor Wallace’s second 
big chance " Carter said it now has 
"almost boiled down to a race between 
myself and Sen (Henry) Jackson " 
Neither Jackson nor Rep Morris Udall 
of Arizona, the leading liberal candidate, 
was entered in Illinois 
At ll a m EST with 98 per cent of the 
precincts report mg. the Republican pic­ 
ture looked like this

Foreign Secretary 
James Callaghan the favorite to 
succeed him as leader of the 
Labor party and therefore head 
of government 
Morning newspapers today 
unanimously said “ Sunny Jim ' 
Callaghan, 64, a personal friend 
of Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer and a moderate like 
Wilson, was the top choice at 5 
to 4 odds 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Denis Healey was the book­ 
makers' next choice at 7 to 4, 
followed by Home Secretary 
Roy Jen kin s and Energy 
Secretary Anthony Wedgwood 
Benn 
Wilson s resignation did not 
mean the country faced an im­ 
mediate general election since 
it was tile party and not Wilson 
that was elected to power in Oc­ 
tober. 1974 
Wilson, who turned 60 last 
Thursday, rocked politicians, 
the stock market and the nation 
Tuesday with the announce­ 
ment he has decided to call it 
quits after almost eight years 
as prime minister and 13 years 
as head of the chronically 
feuding Labor party 
He has served longer than 
any other British prime minis­ 
ter in peacetime this century 
Wilson said he decided in 
March. 1974, he would not cling 
to office more than another two 
years He said he chose this mo­ 
ment to resign because his 
government's battle against in­ 
flation and unemployment was 
beginning to show results 


The Labor party immediately 
plunged into the complicated 
procedure of electing a new 
leader, deciding to cut it as 
short as possible A Wilson aide 
said it could take two weeks 


Callaghan, foreign secretary 
since 1974 is a master com­ 
promiser and popular with 
party moderates 
His main 
weakness is his age — four 
years older than Wilson

DUBLIN (HTM) — Irishmen 
had to pay twice the price for 
shamrocks, but they pinned 
them on anyway and jammed 
into Irish towns by the thou­ 
sands today to celebrate the 
national feast day of St. 
Patrick 
The little sprig of shamrock 
jlimpid last year to 20 cents. 
This year it doubled in price, 
reflecting the 17 per cent an­ 
nual inflation rate that has 
swept the Irish Republic 
But economic problems here 
and abroad have had little ef­ 
fect on the celebration Travel 
agencies reported hundreds of 
lush streaming home from 
abroad to join rn the festivities 
Hotels, guest houses and even 


private homes said they had 
good bookings 
Nearly every town and 
village scheduled its own 
parade with an assortment of 
brass bands and flags to honor 
the saint who converted Ireland 
to Christianity and, according 
to legend, drove the snakes 
from the country 
As with any festive occasion 
in Ireland, however, the threat 
of violence from the north was 
evident Strict police security 
surrounded the parade in the 
capital, the official highlight of 
the celebrations 
Extra troops and police were 
on duty at border crossings to 
check visitors from Northern 
Ireland to try to prevent any 


bombings 
In a St Patrick’s Day mes­ 
sage, Premier Liam Cosgrave 
said violence in the north con­ 
tinued to be a “ source of great 
sadness to the Irish people." 
“ The killings arni the maim­ 
ings of innocent people and the 
destruction of property have 
caused deep anguish to the Irish 
people." he said before flying to 
the United States for a six-day 
visit

Ways in a pork barrel 


We’ve never really under­ 
stood the meaning of the term 
“ pork barrel” in political 
jargon, and think we have dis­ 
covered a proposal, in this 
election year, which certainly 
seems to fit if for no other 
reason than its tone. 


Congress, in its infinite 
beneficence, want to raise the 
minimum wage, and then tie 
future raises to a government 
hourly wage index rather than 
have to vote on raises 
every time one is deemed 
necessary. 


What such a proposal means 
is that if the average of all 
wage increases, as it does con­ 
stantly, then the minimum 
wage would be boosted every 
six months. Included in this 
Congressional scheme is an in­ 
itial jump in the minimum 
wage from the present $2.30 
per hour to $2 75 an hour effec­ 


tive January I, 1977 The index 
would then be tied to the raise. 
Notice the proxim ity to 
November’s elections. 
Apparently President Ford 
is expected to veto the bill due 
to inflation which, coinciden­ 
tally, will turn a number of 
voters against him at the polls. 
It s indeed a shame wages w ashjngton Merry-go-round by Jack Anderson 
must be so tied to politics that 
the fortunes of a man running 
for President may be adverse­ 
ly affected by his sense of 
responsibility to the whole na­ 
tion. What is an even larger 
shame is that the men and 
women in Congress who sup­ 
port such legislation unders­ 
tand so little about business, 
profits and losses, and in­ 
ability to pay more for the 
completion of a job than it is 
worth. After all, isn t it that 
correlation which makes the 
minimum wage exactly what 
it is?

dent didn t prejudge the question of any 
specified individual’s guilt or innocence 
He d have had to be deaf dumb and blind 
not to know that, in fact. Marshall Ky, 
thr guest of three student organizations, 
had been prevented from speaking to a 
student audience, in violation of the rules 
of Comr ll which are an extensive of the 
rules of civil behavior in a free society 
What is remarkable about it is less the 
taste of the Nazi Youth Movement 
that anarchic passion to smash which 
was identified many years ago as the 
Hitler in Ourselves that is bad, should

W ASHINGTON - Unscrupulous 
promoters have been systematically 
swindling investors who sink their sav­ 
ings into oil and gas wells 
Our sources at the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission 
(S E C ) 
have 
described these drilling-fund schem es, 
taken together, as probably the biggest 
swindle in America to­ 
day. 
Unwary investors 
have become easy 
prey of fast-talking 
manipulators who 
promise them tax 
shelters and high 
returns if they will 
join the national 
search for oil and gas 
More often than not, 
the investment disap­ 
pears into a hole, real 
or imaginary 
Sometimes, the promoters merely pre­ 
tend to drill for oil They have been 
known to rig phony derricks and paint 
water pipes to bamboozle investors 
Sometimes, the promoters circulate the 
money in such dizzying circles that it 
would take a team of auditors to trace it 
But in the end. the promoters usually 
wind up with most of the swag and the in­ 
vestors are left with tax deductions that 
probably wouldn't hold up under Internal 
Revenue scrutiny The investors not only 
may lose their money but may have to 
{>ay back taxes, plus penalties 
Th- SEC ll investigating drilling-fund 
cases involving hundreds of millions of 
dollars The Oil and (las branch has flat­ 
ly refused to discuss the investigation, 
not even for the sake of alerting the vie 
tims But from our own SEC sources, we 
have obtained documents which describe 
how the swindlers operate 
These documents, intended for official 
eyes only, place heavy blame on in­ 
adequate disclosure laws The promoters 
can get away with withholding vital in 
formation which might otherwise arouse 
suspicion 
"This appears to be particularly true 
in the oil and gas industry." states one 
memo, "where compliance with those 
requirements might 
(thwart) the 
promoters " 
The most dangerous loophole in the 
regulations, known as "Schedule I).’ ex 
rmpts from full disclosure the 
promoters of w e lls costing under 
$250,000 This leaves the investor largely 
in the dark about the credentials of the 
promoting company 
"Schedule I) investments are to a 
significant extent being marketed under 
boiler room conditions reminiscent of 
the 1950s." declares another document 
"It is apparent from the sheer number of 
offerings alone by a few companies that 
Schedule D is being used as a money 
machine for the sole benefit of un 
scrupulous promoters ami fraudulent 
salesmen " 
Often the promoters, not satisfied with 
the original amount they squeezed from 
their victims, return with additional as­ 


sessments The investors are warned 
that the operation will fail unless more 
money is pumped into it 
Then the 
promoters pocket the additional funds as 
well 
The SEC, however, has some of the 
most dedicated people in government - 
tough, honest attorneys who are deter­ 
mined to put an end to the drilling-fund 
swindles 
Footnote 
Despite widespread 
abuses, not all drilling funds of course, 
are potential swindles

I have read with interest the Letters to 
the Editor regarding school closure, etc 
A couple of them referred to the increase 
in classified employes from 246 in 1968- 
69 to 320 in 1975-76 or an increase of 46 
persons 
However before these writers decry 
this increase in personnel I would 
request them to find oui where the in­ 
creases are and why the increase 
For example, the number of Instruc­ 
tional Aides has increased from 21 in 
1968 69 to 75 in 1975-"71 or an increase of 
54 The Aides are Classified not Cer­ 
tificated (teachers) 
So why do we have this increase in 
Aides First, we have the Title I program 
which is financed by the Federal govern­ 
ment to aid low income children Second­ 
ly. we have the Early Childhood Educa­ 
tion grogram which is financed by the 
State 
Thirdly, we have the county 
Master Plan for Special Education for 
handicapped children also financed by 
the state Each program calls for an aid 
in each classroom involved in the 
program So if we reduce the Oassified 
employes by these classroom aides the 
classes involved have one less person 
helping in the teaching program and the 
change in district finances would be 
negligible 
The maintenance department in 1966 
69 had 22 employes and in 1975-76 shows 
24 employes However, the increase of 
two is due to the fact that they are CET A 
employes which is President Ford's un­ 
employment reduction program and is 
financed by the Federal government 
And the workload of the maintenance 
department has increased as buildings 
and equipment age 
The gardening department has the 
same number of employes in '75-76 that 
it had in 66- 69 and die acreage in school 
property does not change due to 
decreased enrollment 
The custodial staff has been reduced 
from 86 in 1968- 69 to 78 in 197V 76 The 
scfiools secretarial and clerical staff has 
been reduced from 73 to 72 and ocher 
supervisory and clerical staff from 26 to 
25 
So even though the number of clas­ 
sified people has increased by 46 periods 
that increase is more than accounted for 
by those who are employed as a direct 
result of Federal, State and County 
programs And the money saved by dis­ 
missing these people would be saved not 
bv the local school district but by the 
government body sponsoring the 


program 
And the big loser in that event would 
be the students who would lose the aid in

The modem prospector is far

precedented pace and monu­ 
ment officials are powerless to 
do anything about it 
Environmental groups have 
decried the mining and legisla 
Hon has been introduced to con­ 
trol it. 
Recognizing Death Valley s 
sc e n ic , 
s c ie n tific 
and 
educational 
value, 
President 
Herbert Hoover signed a 
presidential proclamation on 
Feb ll, 1933. si tting it aside as 
a national monument for enjoy­ 
ment by future generations 
The proclamation took Death 
Valley out of the Mining lax a 
lion Act of 1872 and in effect 
barred anv mining in the monu­ 
ment 
Hut four months later, on 
June S3 Congress extended the 
mining laws to iK-ath Valley, 
subject only to regulation of 
surface activity, mostly road 
building bv the secretary of the 
interior 
Harold L U kes, then seer* 
tarv of the Interior, told 


Congress 
“ The picturesque 
miner is one of the characteris­ 
tics which give the area the 
color of the early pioneer days, 
and his continuance there would 
tx* a very desirable feature of 
the area under national monu 
ment status * 
Hut the typical prospector 
pictured bv Irkes disappeared 
in the 1940s 
"The prospector now

The polygamist receives 
three letters a week from 
women all over the United 
States proposing marriage 
He also receives a lot of 
threats from people who disap­ 
prove of his lifestyle and usual­ 
ly packs a gun for self defense. 
"His wives marry him know­ 
ing they are candidates for 
widowhood," Joan says "But I 
would rather be Alec's widow 
than anybody else s wife 
"I met Alec through Erie 
Lassen, a former assistant 
professor of philosophy at Mon­ 
tana State University, in 1972 
He kept telling me about this 
amazing guy who was living all 
the things he, Erie, wanted to 
do.” 
Lassen took her to a picnic 
with Joseph and other polyga­ 
mists and later proposed to her 
"I was engaged to another 
guy I agonized over what to do. 
but the more I thought about it, 
the more polygamy seemed the 
best thing " 
But she turned Lassen down 
after he married her sister 
Then came more meetings 
with Joseph. 
"I spent two nights of intense 
talk with Alec and another wife. 


discussing relig io n and 
polygamy. Two days later, I 
was engaged 
Three weeks after that, she 
dropped out of school following 
completion of her fourth quar­ 
ter and went to California to 
marry the polygamist 
Joseph has married all his 
wives in religious ceremonies 
performed by members of the 
sect, instead of in c iv il 
ceremonies, in order to avoid 
prosecution under bigamy laws. 
Joan says the number of 
wives living in the family is 
vague because some are not 
permanent residents, coming 
and going when they are able. 
Some have jobs in nearby towns 
and keep their identities secret 
so they will not lose them 
But about a dozen of the girls 
live in Joseph’s home at Glen 
Canyon City — working in his 
cafe, the Red Desert Inn, or 
collecting the herb ginseng, 
which grows wild in the sur 
rounding countryside 
The family earns a major 
part of its income by selling In 
dian jewelry to tourists and 
ginseng under the brand name 
Cocochi to health food stores. 
Some Asiatic cultures believe 
ginseng acts as a cleansing 
agent in the body, restoring 
youth and working as an 
aphrodisiac. 
"It is the most valuable herb 
in the world.” Joan says "It s 
an an aphrodisiac in the sense 
that it makes your body clean 
running It cleans your blood 
According to Joan, her hus- 
band preaches a brand of 
religion based on the teachings 
of Joseph Smith, the founder of 
the Mormon Church Smith and 
other early Mormons practiced 
polygamy, but the church 
repudiated the practice 
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What wives wish their 
hubbies knew about women

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LOS ANGELES (U PI) - Dr 
James Dobson has that old 
fashioned opinion that women 
belong in the home — rearing 
children 
It’s a role he believes is the 
most important in society. He 
also feels that in order for 
women to fulfill the respon­ 
sibilities of wives and mothers, 
men and husbands must help by 
providing them with the respect 
and emotional love they need 
However, he does not believe 
all women should be wives and 
mothers. 
“ Certainly not,” he said. "A 
woman should feel free to 
choose the direction her life 
will take In no sense should she 
be urged to rear a family and 
abandon her own career and 
educational objectives if this is 
not her desire 
"Futhermore, I regret the 
‘old maid’ image which fright­ 
ens young women into marry­ 
ing the first fleeting oppor­ 
tunity which presents itself." 
Dobson has a Ph D in psy­ 
chology and is associate clinical 
professor of pediatrics at the 
USC School of Medicine and 
director of behavioral research 
in the division of child develop­ 
ment at Children’s Hospital in 
Los Angeles 
He has written a book, "What 
Wives Wish Their Husbands 
Knew About Women,” to il­ 
lustrate his point that emo­ 
tional differences exist between 
the sexes. He feels women, 
because of their role as 
homemakers and shapers of 
children, have a series of 
problems and pressures not 
shared by men, most of which 
center around low self-esteem 
He explains this difference 
with what he calls a "useful 
over-sim plification 
Men 
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derive self-esteem by being 
respected; women feel worthy 
when they are loved This may 
be the most important per­ 
sonality distinction between the 
sexes ” 
Women, who are charged 
with nurturing and teaching 
society’s young, are the focal 
point. 
The book also challenges the 
precepts of the book "The Total 
Woman." in which the woman 
is totally subservient to the 
man. 
Through his encounters with 
women in counseling sessions, 
Dobson said, "I have developed 
a deep appreciation for the un­ 
ique skills required of wives 
and mothers. 
"In my view, their job is of 
utmost importance to the 
health and vitality of our 
society, and I regret the lack of 
respect and s t a t u s 
given 
today's housewives 
"... I believe that too many 
men do not understand the 


emotional needs of their wives. 
They live in a vastly different 
world with ample frustrations 
of their own 
“ Either they are unable to 
put themselves in a woman’s 
place, seeing and feeling what 
she experiences, or else they 
are preoccupied with their own 
work and simply aren’t lis­ 
tening For whatever reasons, 
women have needs which men 
do not comprehend.” 
Love and self-esteem are the 
most important expressions 
wives want from their hus­ 
bands 


"If I had the power to com­ 
municate only one message to 
every family in America,” 
Dobson said, "I would specify 
the importance of romantic 
love to every aspect of feminine 
existence 


"It provides the foundation 
for a woman’s self-esteem, her 
joy in living and her sexual 
responsiveness ” 
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New use eyed for vitamin 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) 
Vitamin E may not help your 
sex life or banish body odor as 
some have claimed but a Duke 
University pharmacologist be­ 
lieves it can give significant 
protection against the damag­ 
ing effects of some kinds of air 
pollution 
Dr Daniel Mendel, director 
of pharmacology at Duke, told a 
recent conference on energy 
produced toxicants at the 
University of California that 
laboratory experiments showed 
vitamin K actually will prevent 
lung damage to some extent 


from smog 
It has been known for some 
time that vitamin E serves as a 
protector of body cells against 
damage from chemicals known 
as oxidants Oxygen from such 
substances can enter molecules 
and change their structure and 
function 
Mendel has shown in tests 
with rats exposed to oione and 
nitrogen dioxide 
two engine 
exhaust byproducts 
the 
vitamin prevents oxidation of 
unsaturated fatty acids in the 
lungs 
"The main function of E in 


the body is to prevent oxidation 
of unsaturated fats and these 
are essential for the function of 
red blood cells in the body,” he 
said "Vitamin E prevents their 
decomposition in much the 
same way that commercial an­ 
tioxidants prevent deteriora­ 
tion of tires in heavy smog 
areas ” 
Based on work with laborato­ 
ry animals and isolated human 
blood cells, M erne I said 
vitamin E-gives certain levels 
of protection with certain 
doses 
"The ordinary diet gives 20 
per cent of protection on an ab­ 
solute scale,” he said 
The 
current level of the vitamin in 
the American diet is about 9 in 
ternational units 
Merkel said IOO units gives 
about 60 per cent protection 
against the pollutants and 200 
units gives 83 per cent protec­ 
tion 
He recommends that the diet 
bi* supplemented with 200 units 
of vitamin E. the maximum the 
body can use 
Although there is scientific 
debate on how much vitamin E 
a person needs, the National 
Research Council has said most 
people get enough in their nor­ 
mal diet Most Americans get 
two-thirds of their vitamin E 
from salad oils, shortening and 
margarine The rest is supplied 
by fruits, vegetables and 
grains 
Menzel said vitamin E is par­ 
ticularly useful in areas such as 
Southern California 
where 
smog is mostly ozone and 
nitrogen dioxide 
He said 
vitamin E would not help in 
areas where damage is caused 
by pollutants from high sulphur 
burning fuels 
Vitamin K in the past has 
been rumored to be something 
of a miracle substanc e There 
have been suggestions that 
large doses could, among other 
things 
boost sexual prowess, 
prevent heart attacks, smooth 
wrinkles and banish body odor 
A National Research Council 
committee said none of these 
claims has been supported by 
sound experiments or clinical 
observations

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TORRANCE (U FI) - Har­ 
bor General Hospital is looking 
for volunteers to take part in a 
research effort that a scientist 
hopes will lead eventually to a 
birth control pill for men 
The idea is to use the male 
hormone 
testosterone 
enan- 
thate It is known that injec­ 
tions of this compound can sup­ 
press formation of sperm in a 
male without producing side ef­ 
fects, or affecting virility or 
sexuality 
The study will determine the 
amount of the hormone re­ 
quired to suppress sperm 
production with the aim of 
developing a monthly injection. 
Dr Ronald Swerdloff, head of 
the research and UCLA assoc) 
ate professor of medicine, said 
he hopes the study results will 
encourage the pharmaceutical 
industry to develop a safe and 
effective oral contraceptive 
agent for men 
Traditionally, 
men have 
viewed this as a women’s 
responsibility,,f he said “ But I 
think there will be a general ac­ 
ceptance of it when it s 
available ” 
The National Institute of 
Child Health and Human 
Development of the U S 
Department of Health and 
Welfare has awarded a three- 
year study contract to Swerd­ 
loff's team for the research 
Testosterone enanthate has 
been available for years as a 
replacement treatment for pa­ 


tients deficient in male hor­ 
mones Swerdloff said it acts by 
inhibiting the secretion of the 
two pituitary hormones re­ 
quired for sperm production 
" It ’s a hormone that is essen­ 
tially the same as the hormone 
normally present It s responsi­ 
ble for maleness." he said 
The volunteers will be divided 
into two groups One group will 
receive injections weekly for 
four months The other will get 
injections every other week for 
four months 
Then, each 
member of both groups will 
receive an injection every three 
or four weeks for six months 
Swerdloff said he anticipated 
no problem in getting the 45 
volunteers between the ages of 
21 and 39 needed for the study 
"But we can’t be sure yet This 
is a new concept 
"We are looking for general 
good health,” he said, “ but par­ 
ticularly for men who are in­ 
terested in the importance of 
the project We want people 
who will stick with the program 
for the entire 18 months 
"We would prefer men who 
have completed their families, 
who have already had their 
children and are not interested 
in having more, but this is not 
absolutely necessary ” 
He said the treatment is like 
the birth control pills taken by 
women It s reversible, and ef­ 
fective only when taken "It 
does not cause permanent infer­

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Math 
leaders 
speak out 


United Press International 
Standardized tests show 
today’s students don't do as 
well in math as those of a 
generation ago 
Are today’s students lazy, 
dumber or what** Or is the test 
harder than in times past1* 
Answers to these questions 
came in interviews with Dr 
Glenadine Gibb, of the Univer­ 
sity of Texas at Austin, and 
John Egsgard, of Twin Lakes 
Secondary School in Ontario, 
Canada. 
Gibb is president of the 
National Council of Teachers of 
Mathematics; Egsgard is presi­ 
dent-elect 
The tests probably aren’t 
more difficult but the boys and 
girls taking them are different, 
the two authorities agreed 
They did not agree on the ways 
the students are different 
Neither thought today s 
youths hitting the math books 
are lazy or dumb, by the way 
Egsgard, who has been 
teaching 25 years, said today s 
students won’t do as much 
homework as those of yester- 
generation 
He finds also, in the clas­ 
sroom, the attention span is 
shorter these days, too 
The reason for both situations 
he traces to the influence of 
television 
I think television at home is 
preventing students from 
spending as much time on 
homework," he said 
"Doing 
problems for the joy of doing it 
seems pretty much a thing of 
the past. 
"In the classroom if a student 
can’t get it the first five 
minutes or less he wants you to 
show how to do it. Everything's 
presented to them in an easy 
way rn television ” 
He’s found students shy away 
from courses with a lot of 
calcu latin g involved — 
statistics and trigonometry, for 
example 
Does the lack of practice— 
homework time—and the re­ 
duced attention span have 
anything to do with the lower 
scores on standardized tests 
measuring math achievement0 
Possibly, according to Egs­ 
gard 
Dr Gibb, professor of math­ 
ematics education and one of 
the architects of the new math, 
said "greater pressures" make 
today’s students a different 
breed 
"Generally speaking,” she 
said, "there is pressure on 
children to be involved in more 
things 
"The teachers have more 
pressure on them also With the 
open classroom and change that 
is constant, the teacher just 
needs an opportunity to teach " 
About achievement, Dr. Gibb 
believes one of the problems 
may be that "we are expecting 
too much mastery too soon " 
As one of the creators of the 
new math. Dr Gibb defends it 
It came under attack especial­ 
ly by parents who found fault 
with the fact that it "sets' and 
such were beyond them, Par­ 
ents could not help with 
homework 
Dr Gibb said the idea of the 
new math was to get the theory 
over Somehow the basic facts 
—multiplication requiring prac­ 
tice—were omitted from much 
of the early teaching 
There is some shifting back to 
the old math On balance, the 
math that results will be a com­ 
bination of the two according 
to Dr Gibb 
The two authorities on the 
teaching of mathematics were 
asked about the use of mini- 
calculators by students in the 
beginning grades and by those 
in the very advanced math 
courses in high school 
I look on them as another in­ 
struction aide ' Dr Gibb said 
"But they can be misused 
Dr Gibb said the students 
should not rely on calculators 
"to the point where they can t 
use paper and pencil to work 
out a problem-or dolt in their 
heads " 
Calculators make mistakes 
and a student ought to be able to 
check up on them," she said 
"I also do not believe a stu­ 
dent who does not have a 
calculator should be hand­ 
icapped because his family can­ 
not afford to buy one 
"The school should make 
them available if they are to be 
used in the classroom or for 
homework ’ 
In junior high or the middle 
school, Dr Gibb said the pocket 
calculators—with their instant 
answers—seem to motivate 
some students who havent 
warmed up to math 
Egsgard goes along with the 
council s policy on calculators, 
in a capsule 
the council 
says the pocket calculators are 
a good thing and teachers 
should make use of them in a 
sensible way-a way in which 
the child is aided and not 
harmed ’’ he said

SAN DIEGO. Calif (UPI) - 
Centuries ago a band of the 
Shoshoni Indians moved west­ 
ward from the Great Basin to 
the coast of what is now Califor­ 
nia and then set sail In flimsy 
rafts for the offshore islands 
Why they migrated and total­ 
ly changed their social and 
cultural patterns is not known 
An archeological study of San 
Clemente Island, directed bv 
the U S 
N avy's Undersea 
Center (NUC) which has a 
facility there, and conducted by 
Mesa College, may shed some 
light on the puzzle 
Jan Larsen, NUC natural 
resources program manager. 
said the study which will take 
five or six years will be used to 
nominate sites for registration 
with the National Registrar of 
Historical Places 
Mesa College students will 
look for early artifacts and 
make digs to determine the site 
of early villages 
Why th#* Indians went there 
is a mystery," I^irsen said 
They came to th#* coast and 
once on the channel Islands I 
would think their social struc 


ture had gone through a mas 
aivr change 
probably an ex 
treme upheaval 
"T h e ir culture was built 
around food habits 
food ga 
thering 
The plains Shoshoni 
were nomadic 
hunters and 
gatherers, but once on the 
island they had a very stable 
food source from the sea 
"Many new kinds of cultural 
mechanisms would develop 
That's one of the things the sur 
vey may turn up " 
The islands were possibly in 
habited as early as 2 OOO years 
ago and isolated until the 17th 
century when the Indians were 
found by early Spanish ex 
plorers 
European diseases, for which 
the Indians had no immunity, 
began to take a heavy toll 
"Smallpox 
diphtheria, and 
all childhood diseases from 
which they had been isolated 
for so long began to kill them 
off," Larsen said 
'Others of the tribe were 
transported off the islands to 
work in the mission system \w 
mg built along the coast of 
California 
and they died off 


very rapidly because of the 
more extensive contact with 
European man " 
No descendants remain from 
the island tribes, called the 
Gabrielino Indians the groups 
that left the Shoshoni nation 
centuries earlier 
A strange tale of cruelty, pos 
Ubly unintended, was the final 
chapter in the tragic story of 
the island tribes 
A woman known as Juana 
M aria was the last of the 
(iabrielino Indians 


Early in the 19th Century a 
ship was sent to San Nicolas 
Island to take the last inhaht 
tants to the mainland For some 
reason possibly heavy seas, the 
boarding was suddenly ended 
leaving the woman and a small 
child on the island 


The child died soon after, but 
Juana Maria was left alone on 
the island for 18 years Early 
records indicate she lived in a 
cave and had tamed some wild 
dogs which she kept as pets 


One day the ship returned, 
skippered by the same man who 
had left her behind, and took 


her to the mainland She died in 
1849 about three years later 
Larsen said there is evidence 
of the Indians’ populations on 
each of the four southern Chan­ 
nel Islands The northernmost 
four islands were inhabited by 
the Chumash Indians, from 
N o rth e rn C a lifo r n ia 
and 
Oregon 
The Indians lived mostly on 
food from the sea, abalone and 
clams, and some plants The 
only animals on the islands at 
that time were the channel 
island fox and a small rodent, 
and there is no evidence that 
either was ever used for food 


Larsen said surveys have 
been made of the other islands, 
but San Clemente has not been 
thoroughly investigated 


"The study is aimed prim ari­ 
ly at an inventory of the 
resources," he said 
Beyond 
that, test pits will be dug to es­ 
tablish the indians' village 
sites 


"W e w ill com pare w ith 
what's on the surface and at 
certain depths and relate that 
information to others of the

Draft still alive, 
undergoing change 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Selective 
Service 
System, 
which many people thought 
withered away with the war in 
Vietnam, is alive and in the 
midst of radically changing its 
operations 
The system, which has as its 
fundamental mission the regis­ 
tering of young men for poten­ 
tial m ilitary service, wants to 
hold a compulsory, one day 
national registration for 18^ 
year-olds and abolish the local 
draft boards Registration for 
m ilita ry service has been 
suspended since last April 
Originally scheduled to be an­ 
nounced through a presidential 
proclam ation by President 
Ford in early January, all talk 
of the new system has suddenly 
stopped and spokesmen say 
they will have nothing to say 
about the new system until 
after ( ongress sees Ford's new 
budget 
Meanwhile opposition to the 
national registration 
and to 
the very existence of the 
system — is growing on a 
number of fronts 
That opposition is, of course 


no where near that faced by 
draft officials during Vietnam, 
when the system had the job of 
providing thousands of persons 
for the war — many of them 
reluctant or unwilling to serve 
Objections to the pending new 
system, as well as to belief 
Selective Service is necessary 
in the peacetime system of an 
alt volunteer m ilitary, takes 
two primary forms 


The first is to the very neces­ 
sity of the standby draft system 
itself 


Sen 
W illiam Proxmire, D- 
Wis believes Selective Service 
is "a bureaucracy without a 
purpose" and should be aboil 
shed 


"Some say we need a standby 
system," Proxmire said "This 
is false We have over 2 million 
men under arms and almost I 
million more in the Reserves 
They can meet any national 
emergency short of all out 
war "

■Mf m m m 
Hospitals seen as fair 
game by ripoff artists 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Hospitals used to be thought of 
gs community services 
Now 
they’ re big business and many 
people see them as fair game, 
according to a hospital security 
expert. 
£ "H ospitals a re like sm all 
oom m unities," Russ Colling of 
Denver, Colo., said “ We have 
everything a small town has. 
flood, medicine, workers, and 
helpless people And the same 
vulnerability. 
* “ Because hospitals have to be 
open to the public, we can’t tell 
Che players from the spec­ 
tators. We don’t know who is 
supposed to be there and who 
tan’t.” 
I Colling is director of security 
$ id safety of the Midtown 
Hospital Association in Denver. 
a group of 16 hospitals He was 
a lecturer at a recent interna­ 
tional security convention here 
The hospital group in Denver 
shares the facilities of the 
security organization which it 
owns and operates 
* Colling is a form er police 
Chief at Saugatuck, Mich. He 
went back to school for a 
m aster’s degree in his field. 
* “Many people see hospitals 
ae a rip-off,” he said. “They’re 
fair game 
He said health care is the 


third largest industry in the 
United S tates and from its 
bigness arises a trem endous 
security problem. 
“ We c a n ’t b uild fe n c e s 
around them . We can’t check 
people com ing in and out. The 
a p p licatio n of se c u rity in 
hospitals is unique. 
“ We c a n ’t apply standard 
security m easures such as con­ 
trolled access I t’s not uncom­ 
mon to find hospitals with 40 or 
45 different entrances and ex­ 
its.” 
Colling said hospital security 
has grown faster than any other 
segm ent of the security field 
with the possible exception of 
airlines 
" It s basically a preventive 
service, not apprehension and 
prosecution. We train the peo­ 
ple, provide new techniques, 
bullet-proof glass and better 
lighting 
“ But if there s a robbery, it’s 
no longer a security problem. 
It s a police problem Then it 
begins for us again, to prevent 
it happening again." 
He said his group also was 
concerned with establishing 
fire control and evacuation 
procedures. 
T hey 
use 
c lo s e d -c irc u it 
television and general sur- 
veillance at entrances, exits, 
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corridors, and parking lots and 
extensive alarm system s 
“ We use hold-up and intru­ 
sion alarm s The hold up alarm 
is the panic a larm ," he said 
Colling also has to check on 
thefts but reporting is very poor 
in hospitals generally, he said 
“ It’s difficult to quantify the 
loss We don’t have any idea of 
what they’re losing unless they 
te ll us and it's v ery poor 
reporting 
“ Employes will report their 
personal losses 98 per cent of 
the tim e, patients about 50 per 
cen t of the tim e . But the 
hospital only about one per 
cent 


“The property doesn’t belong 
to any one person and no one 
wants to take the responsibility 
for supervising failures " 
As a result, Colling said, it’s 
hard to tell how many losses 
a re finally resolved But he es­ 
tim ated it at only IO per cent of 
actual thefts “ We can resolve 
a lot som etim es by removing 
only one person. 


“ In one hospital it took us a 
long tim e to get to the problem 
of thefts It turned out to be a 
‘candy s trip e r.’ One of the 
p ro b lem s is th a t h o sp itals 
generally don’t want unfavora­ 
ble publicity."

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Orbiting mirrors may be 
energy crisis solution 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
new type orbital power station 
using thousands of acres of 
m irrors to turn solar heat into 
electricity has been proposed as 
a possible answ er to the world’s 
energy needs in the next cen­ 
tury 
The satellite would be im ­ 
m ense — som ething on the 
order of eight or nine miles 
a c ro ss 
It would g e n e ra te 
enough electricity to light and 
heat a million households 
The energy would be beamed 
22.300 m iles to E arth in the 
form of microwave radiation 
G round antennas about five 
m iles in diam eter would re­ 
ceive this energy, convert it to 
alternating current and feed the 
elec tricity into the nation's 
power grids 
T he idea of an o rb itin g 
generator was first proposed in 
1968 by Dr P eter E. G laser of 
A rthur D Little, In c.,Cam brid­ 
ge. Mass 
His idea is to use 
m assive banks of solar cells to 
convert sunlight directly into 
electricity the sam e way solar 


cells are used to most power 
spacecraft of today. 
The la te s t proposal w as 
presented last week to a Senate 
subcom m ittee by Richard W 
Taylor, vice president of the 
Boeing Co. It would use heat 
concentrated by plastic film 
m irrors to drive a set of helium 
gas turbines which would turn 
alternators to generate elec­ 
tricity. 
Both generators would be 
placed in stationary orbit where 
their orbital speed would match 
E arth ’s rotation and they thus 
would rem ain over one point on 
E arth Solar energy in such an 
orbit would be constant nearly 
24 hours a day. 
One m ajor problem with both 
types of space generators is 
that they would require huge 
rockets to launch satellite com ­ 
ponents into orbit where they 
would be assem bled Boeing es­ 
tim ates its power station would 
weigh 100.000 tons and G laser’s 
would be about 25,000 tons, 
depending on pow er output. 
A m erica’s largest spaceship, 


the Apollo, weighed 50 tons ful­ 
ly fueled. 
G laser estim ated a t the 
Senate hearing that develop­ 
ment of new launch vehicles to 
handle such a job woald cost $24 
billion. 
D r. G e ra rd K 
O ’N eill, 
Princeton University physics 
professor noted for his plans of 
huge space colonies in orbit, 
told the Senate panel that he 
thinks satellite power makes 
sense but he said there might be 
a better way of building or­ 
biting generators. 


He suggested that the raw 
m aterials could com e from 
moon soil which Apollo studies 
have shown to be 40 per cent ox­ 
ygen, 20 per cent silicon and 20 
to 30 per cent m etals by weight 
T h ese m e ta ls ara ma i nl y 
aluminum, iron, titanium and 
magnesium. 


The idea would be to ship 
com pacted moon soil to space 
processing plants which would 
turn the soil into construction 
m aterials for power stations

these immediately fol 


lowed the demise of the Sugar 
Act on December ll. 1974 
In a survey of the Industry 
Holroyde admitted the HSPA 
forecasts for the 1974 crop had 
been far too high It was on the 
basis of this estimate that 
Hawaii’s sugar planters volun­ 
tarily reopened negotiations 
with the international lying* ho 
re rn en s 
and 
W a re ­

Death benefits under the 
state Workers* Compensation 
Insurance law also were 
awarded in recent years to the 
survivors of at least two other 
assemblymen who died away 
from the Capitol of heart at­ 
tacks, which 
investigators 
blamed on the rigors of public 
office 
Another 
assemblyman. 
Carlos Bee, D-Hayward, died of 
complications from a fall in 
November 1974 while on a 
legislative trip to Texas The 
legislature was ruled responsi­ 
ble and death benefits were 
awarded to his widow 
In each case, the state 
Compensation Insurance Fund, 
a 62-year-old government-con- 
trolled 
insurance company, 
held that the deaths of the 
lawmakers “arose out of and in 
the 
c o u rs e 
of 
their 
employment.” 
Such benefits are not the ex­ 
clusive province of legislators 
families They are available to 
survivors of other California 
workers, provided they know 
about the complex law 
For the deaths of Bee. 57, and 
Z berg. 49. D-Sacramento. the 
awards were made at the 
current workers’ compensation 
rate of a flat $40 OOO for a widow 
and $45,000 for a widow with 
dependent children payable in 
twice-a-month installments 
The other two legislative 
heart attack victims were As­ 


semblymen Carley V Porter. 
66, D-Compton, and Larry E 
Townsend, 42. D-Torrance, who 
died in 1972 and 1973. respec­ 
tively 
Alan R 
Porterfield of the 
state insurance fund said the 
awards at that time totalled 
$25,000 for a widow and $28,000 
for a widow with dependent 
children 
Burial expenses up to $1,000 
also were awarded, Porterfield 
said 
Each of the deaths was in­ 
vestigated by agents of the in­ 
surance fund on behalf of the 
legislature, which insures itself 
from the state general fund 
rather than buying workers’ 
compensation policies as do 
private employers 
Porterfield said because 
medical 
evidence directly 
linked the deaths with work 
there was no dispute or hearing 
before the Workers’ Compensa­ 
tion Appeals Board, a quasi-
